lou jaaj' have no reason to take my judgrjmsnt on this and all I can toll you is 
that in each case it comes from painful, often costly personal experlenco. 

Moat of t 3 well-known ones do not oven have a co«u.;and of the basic and un- 
ointradict established fact. They aro essentially , romotors and to them fact is ir- 
relevant, Tliera are others who consider it a worthwhilo accomplishoont to do no more 
that what can embarrass the government. Tills Is anattieiDa to be and of no real value. 
So, with the brief ©xplanntien and as I am about to have to ou2p<md to get tlie 
begini/iing of the electronic reporting of the Rockefeller GonvAssion iroport, 1 will 
want it understood tiiat this will be bebifocn us except with ay prior approval. There 
aro too many who are not friends with fact and arte loose with tonagues ana words.
